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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12, 18 and 19 are allowable over the prior art for 
at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest scattering incident narrowband light of one 
or more wavelengths at a predetermined solid angle as set forth 
in the claimed combination. 

Claims 13, 15-17 and 20 are allowable over the prior art 
for at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest guiding the light rays, scattered from the 
holographic screen, into a viewer's eyes, producing virtual 
images in a surface located in front of the windshield of the 
motor vehicle as set forth in the claimed combination. 

Claims 14, 21 and 22 are allowable over the prior art for at 
least the reason that the prior art fails to teach or reasonably 
suggest guiding the light rays, scattered by the holographic 
screen at a predetermined solid angle, into a viewer's eye, as 
set forth in the claimed combination.
